EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL LIBRARY REPORT. 


The fact that our institution for the dissemination of information 
and entertainment crowns a hill-top and consequently is more 
inaccessible than the former location, is still, with many citizens, 
a source of complaint. The steady advance in the number of patrons, 
however, would seem to indicate that the objection will gradually 
cease to exist, either through a growing appreciation of the good 
things to be obtained by the effort, or that practice has increased 
the ability to climb. 

We would like to call the attention of the public to the books 
of reference now in the library, thinking that there may be some 
who are unaware of their existence: Chambers’s Encyclopedia, 
to be had for the asking; a fine Rand & McNally atlas of the 
world ; also an atlas presented by the state, consisting of a series 
of maps illustrating in sections some fifteen miles square the differ- 
ent portions of our Commonwealth. 

Through this report your trustees would announce a new rule 
for the government of the library, which, made with reluctance, seems 
absolutely necessary. The experiment of letting out magazines and 
periodicals, trusting to the thougbtfulness of readers for prompt 
return, has been tried and failed, many having been lost and some 
kept so long as to deprive others of the privilege of perusing them 
as soon as they should. Hereafter a fine of one-half cent per day 
will be imposed on all persons keeping such over time.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Tyngsborough : — 


‘In compliance with the statute your committee submit thei 
report for the year ending March 10, 1896. 

The annual report of the Superintendent of Schools has been 
accepted and adopted as a part of this report. 

The money paid for tuition out of the State to the city of 
Nashua will not be refunded by the State, but, as was expected a 
year ago, a law has been enacted to reimburse such towns as Tyngs- 
borough for moneys paid for tuition within the State. 

It is with profound regret that we have to record the departure 
from this life of a beloved member of this board, Miss Lucy Little- 
field. Kind-hearted, affectionate, patriotic, cautious, well informed, 
her place in the community is not easily filled. 

During her short term of service she visited some of the model 
schools of the State, investigating for herself the school-room prac- 
tice, as well as that of the intricacies of the most recent methods of 
warming and ventilating. 

The unusually large amount expended for school purposes is 
chiefly owing to the increased tuition fees paid the cities of Nashua 
and Lowell. 

Increased expenditures have been made in the following 
items: For teachers, $112; for transportation, $65 ; for fuel, $42 ; 
for tuition, $289. Decrease, in the care of buildings, $55; books 
and supplies, $10; supervision, $14. 

There has been an unexpected decrease in receipts. From the 
state school fund, $34; Winslow fund, $8; district supervision, 
$102. > . 

For ‘* want of authority” the town of Dunstable has refused, 
or neglected, to pay this town a bill of $30 for tuition in our High 
School the past year.

One of the best ways for parents and patrons to familiarize 
themselves with the condition of our schools and to manifest their 
interest in them is by visitation. On examination it will be 
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observed that the number of visitors who ate parents, and who 
hence ought to have the most direct interest in the schools, falls 
below in every case the number of visitors who are not 
parents, while the number of visitors not parents but residents of 
our town does not exceed, except in case of the High School, the 
number of visitors from out of town; also it will be observed that 
the number of families represented by the children in schools would 
seem to call for a very much larger number of visitors who are 
parents. 

The excuse so often heard of late that the services of a super- 
intendent are now employed, who is supposed to be acquainted 
with school work in general and in detail, and who hence is best 
aualified to visit the schools and criticise the work, does not seem 
to me a valid one. If the only object of the visitant was to investi- 
gate, to criticise, to suggest, to construct, etc., there might be some 
ground for this plea, but.such is not the case. Parents possess 
knowledge of their children which teachers ought to have, and 
which cannot be otherwise than helpful to them. ‘Teachers need 
to feel, also, that others than school officers are interested in their 
work, and should receive that sympathy, encouragement and 
inspiration which come from an occasional visit from others than 
those whose visits are more or less professional in their nature. 
The child, too, should see that the community is interested in his 
school life, and that his work is being followed with the greatest 
watchfulness. Moreover, while teachers hold the intimate relations 
to the different families which they now hold, they will be the 
occasion of much criticism and discussion. How reasonable the 
criticism will be, and how elevating the tone of discussion, visita- 
tion will have much to do in determining. Perhaps too much has 
been said already in regard to this matter. However, it is clear that 
there still remains ample opportunity for improvement in this 
direction, and [ am confident that only a moderate use of the will 
power is needed to insure a much more general expression of that 
interest the coming year which has existed in the past, but which 
has been dormant. 


REPORTS. 


‘At present it seems necessary to require certain reports from 
teachers in regard to pupils’ work in order to secure the best re- 
\ 


. 
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sults. The ** Report of School Work” has been thoroughly dis- 
cussed in my former reports. It shows the quantity of work done 
in a specified time, and helps to transfer the school work from one 
teacher to another with considerable less friction than could other- 
wise be done. Another report is required in order to keep the 
parent informed of the quality of the child’s work. In the lower 
schools the following form is used for this purpose and is sent to 
parents whenever, in the judgment of the teacher, it seems 
advisable :

From the above it will be observed that the promotions which 
will be made at the close of the year will not be so many as to 
test the capacity of any of the rooms. Ten pupils will have com- 
pleted the course of study. Assuming that no pupils enter our 
schools from other towns, there will be tg pupils in the high 
school, 26 in the grammar school, and 1g plus the class of be- 
ginners, which will enter in September, in the primary school. 


COURS DOr LOUD Y. 


Except in writing and English no changes have been made in 
the course of study for the primary and grammar grades. Inasmuch 
as our policy now is to have our pupils enter the third year of the 
Lowell High School such changes have been made as the new con- 
ditions demand. I believe that it should be kept in mind in connec- 
tion with our work here that there is a limit to the number of subjects 
which one teacher can teach. It may be the desire of one pupil to 
take French, another Greek, etc., etc., and no doubt, as far as the 
particular individual is concerned, it may be best. However, if 
there must be a great diversity of subjects I would suggest that the 
best way to meet such a demand is to request that pupils attend the 
Lowell High School the first or second years, or perhaps both 
years if their future plans require it. This could be done without 
additional expense to the town, and pupils would receive better 
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opportunities than our school could offer, especially if new subjects 
were added to our course of study for the ninth and tenth years. 
The work outlined for the pupils in our high school is equivalent 
to the first two years’ work in the English and classical courses of 
the Lowell High School, and, if the quality of work is satisfactory 
to our school officers, pupils will be admitted on certificate to the 
third year’s work in either of these courses. Greek for one year is 
necessary in order to enter the third year of the college course, and 
I would suggest that it would be best for pupils taking this course 
to begin their work in the Lowell High School the second year. 
With this alternative and with the present organization I think it 
unnecessary and unfeasible to introduce the study of either French 
or Greek into our course of study. 


WRITING. 


Our aim has been to have pupils acquire the ability to write 
legibly and with a fair degree of rapidity. While a comparison of 
present with former work shows that some progress has been made 
toward realizing this aim, still the writing in our schools is far 
from satisfactory. However, this subject has been given a more 
dignified place on the program than formerly, both in respect to 
quantity of time and the regularity of the recitation; the instruc- 
tion is more efficient; teachers are coming to understand the nec- 
essity of insisting that pupils shall perform all their work in writing 
in connection with their other studies, with the greatest care, if the 
principles taught in the special writing lesson are to be enforced 
and emphasized and not entirely counteracted. Moreover, a new 
course of study, showing the nature and direction of the work from 
grade to grade and also giving specific instructions in regard to 
conducting the special writing lesson, has been prepared and 
furnished to the teachers. These changes, together with the dis- 
continuance of slates and the use of paper in their place, cannot 
result otherwise than in good. Still, the scarcity of time, and the 
haste and carelessness which are the outcome of the same, as well 
as the unsuitable desks and seats in some of our schools, will, 
while they remain, be grievous hindrances to the aaa pip in her 
attempts to obtain ideal work. 
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ENGLISH. 


During the past year, the course of study in English has been 
revised and the essentials made more intelligible to teachers. In 
the first six years the time allotted to the study is spent in instruct- 
ing pupils concerning the mechanical difficulties to be overcome, 
such as the use of capitals, punctuation, the use of correct forms, 
etc., and in much practice in oral and written expression, taking 
the form of letters, advertisements, notes, invitations, bills, narra- 
tives, descriptions, etc. In the seventh and eighth years, the 
practice in oral and written expression is continued, and the study 
of technical grammar is pursued. During the high school course 
the work in English consists of the reading of standard literature, 
and of composition and essay writing. The underlying thought 
of all the work is, ‘* much practice in thought getting and thought 
expression.” This pupils must have, if they are ever to acquire 
the ability to express thoughts accurately and fluently. 


MUSIC. 


In my third annual report I referred to the introduction of the 
study of music into our schools and suggested that a special teacher 
be employed to plan and direct the work. I still believe that such 
a step would be in the line of progress and would not be so expen- 
sive as to make it impracticable. The services of a teacher 
especially trained for this work can be secured one-half day each 
week at a cost not exceeding one hundred dollars for the year. 
Later, when this subject has become more familiar in our schools, 
and a foundation has been laid for subsequent work, the services 
of a special teacher once in two weeks might be sufficient. The 
cost of a chart and the music books could be met without any 
addition to the appropriation already allowed for school books and 
supplies. 7 . 

INDIVIDUALITY. 


In regard to the work required of pupils in our schools, a few 
words seem to me pertinent. There isa minimum amount of work 
required, but at the same time an opportunity is given to all pupils 
to do additional work along the lines congenial to them. For 
instance, in literature there is the reading of the selections from a 
given author in the class and some other reading on which pupils 
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are required to report. ‘This all pupils must have. For the more 
ambitious, and for those whose tastes are in this direction, certain 
books are recommended and our teachers see that those books are 
made accessible for pupils desiring them. Again, in geometry, 
every pupil is not required or expected to do just the same number 
of propositions or problems. All are required to do some, 
and every pupil is given the opportunity and is encour- 
aged to do more than the work assigned. What ‘is true of 
the above.two studies in the high school is true of all the others, 
and the same principle is applied in the lower schools. In fact, 
this is one of the essential things which have to be kept in mind 
to-day, that all children must be regarded in respect to their indi- 
vidual inclination and power. 

In closing I desire to testify to the earnest work of our 
teachers and to extend my thanks to the committee, teachers, 
parents and citizens for their continued support and co-operation.
